Yesterday the Gazette gave an ac- 
count of the exploits of a Celestial 
Danite called Ah Chuey, and stated 
that he had in some mysterious way 
been allowed to escape from custody. 
The mystery is now ina fair way to 
be ‘cleared up, and what is already 
known[froms a very interesting chap- 
ter in police history. On Monday 
last Chief Breen of Virginia City vol- 
unteéred his services to bring Ah 
Chuey to Reno, and arrived accom- 
panied L. T. Cowie, a lawyer of Com- 
stock proolivities. The Chinaman 
was lédged in jail by Breen, who, in- 
stead of returning home as he had out 
permission to do, remained over, and 
from time to time speke to Justice 
Richardson about the examination of 
Ah Chuey. His Honor had, however, 
received a telegram from Justice 
Moses of Virginia which caused him 
to feelas though he had plenty of 
time, A. K. Lamb, Sheriff, had also 
received a dispatch from Stephens and 
Kirkpatrick, setting forth their sus- 
picion that a swap had been made and 
advising the holding of this Chinaman. 
On Tuesday the Rover case and At- 
torney Cain’s absence made a good ex- 
cuse for Judge R., who was again re- 
quested to hold the examination 80 
that he (Breen) might go home. Our 
readers will understand that he might 
have gone the day before had he so 
elected. On Tuesday night Officer 
Bradley and District Attorney Drake 
came down to examine into the matter, 
and yesterday morning Bradley, who 
arrested the real Ah Chuey, examined 
THE CELESTIAL DELIVERED BY.

Were nervous all day under the im- 
pression no doubt that something was 
being kept from them. They thought 
it advisable to hold dummy conyersa- 
tions like this, while waiting for the 
case: 

Cowie— I tell you this ain't the 
man who committed the crime, and he 
has got to go. 

Breen— I tell you he is, and I'll be 
damned if we don't convict him. 

Cowie— Well, we'll see about that, 
and you will be shown a thing or two.” 

Breen—‘‘ You know’a damned sight 
about it, 1 expect,’’ etc. 

Richardson thought they were go- 
On the 
other hand Cowie took occasion to re- 
prove the officers in Virginia City 
without stint. for the delectation of 
Constable Barlow, while Breen was 
standing within easy distance and did 
not appear to notice the assault. 
These actions gave ‘‘Sweet William” 
the impression. that these nabobs were 
trying to josh him, so he remembered 
faithfully what was said in his hearing.

would not shrink from giving the 
truth, whether it hurt Breen or not, 
because he had not acted right in the 
matter. Breen stated to us that he 
took the train at Gold Hill, while 


Cowie said that he started from Vir-| 


ginia. It was proven that Ah Chuey 
was in jail on Monday morning, so 
that it will go hard with Messrs. Breen 
and Cowie if they cannot show a good 
excuse for the escape of the murder- 
ous villain committed to their care. 
District Attorney Drake stated last 


evening to a Gazette reporter that the | 


case looked very dark at present, but 
he hoped that the Chief might be able 
to explain. Mr. Cowie, to use a com- 
mon phrase, donned a great many 
“airs” when before Justice Richard- 
son, and, had it not been for a parting 
shot from Beemer, would have gone 
away with the impression that he 
owned Washoe county. We are dis- 
posed, however, to excuse the gentle- 
man’s bearing on consideration of the 
circumstances surrounding ther case. 

We are authorized by “‘Sweet Wil- 
liam” to state that if anybody wants 
to trade for more Chinamen, his office 
will be open for them. He will not 
exact $1600 apiece for them, but will al- 
ways object to any Metropolitan police 
transacting the business without first 
holding consultation with him. 

If the charges against Cowie and 
Breen are sustained, they should be 
punished to the extent of the | law.
